In addition to the art cited by the Information Disclosure 
Statement filed herewith, Applicant wishes to submit the 
information disclosed herein. 

During the period in which the present invention was being 
developed, applications were created using prototype portions of 
the code that eventually resulted in the present invention. 
These early portions of prototype code were tested and refined 
in the early installations. These installations were closely 
monitored by applicant's assignee and resulted in further 
modifications to the prototype code ultimately resulting in the 
total solution described and claimed in the present application. 
These installations (and the identity of the respective 
customers ) were : 



Contract initiated May 20, 1992. As the initial installation, 
the present assignee performed initial development, which 
included the core OLTP engine, and the async, TCP/IP, and X.25 
interfaces, developed for the HP-UX operating system (HP) .

Contract initiated June 16, 1993. The system was extended by 
the present assignee, including development of user interface 
and the Intermec interface, and ported to MP/RAS operating 
system (NCR) . Initially developing the system to be used on 
more than one hardware platform, and for two very diverse 
applications, helped to ensure generalized applicability. 

( 3 ) Georgia Pacific 

Contract initiated March 28, 1994. In this installation, the 
present assignee developed several additional interfaces, 
including PI, Accuray, SNA and Allen Bradley interfaces, ported 
to the FTX operating system (Stratus Computers) and 
experimentally extended the product to include new features, 
including "Items," Timers and Host Reports. 

(4) Tower Mills 

Contract initiated January 23, 1995. In this installation, the 
present assignee generalized the development environment with 
added features, including analysis tools and reporting tool 
enhancements, and implemented performance enhancements. This 
application involved a medium-sized operation, implemented on a 
very small (low-power) server, so performance became critical. 

(5) Precision Valve 

Contract initiated March 14, 1995. In this installation, the 
present assignee ported to the SCO operating system, and 
implemented reliability enhancements, which proved necessary as 
they did not have any computer technician on-site. SCO is an 
operating system which runs on standard PC hardware, and this 
project involved extending/verifying the system for 
applicability to cheap "lights-out" operations. 

(6) Coty Cosmetics 

Contract initiated March 22, 1996. In this installation, the 
present assignee ported to the AIX operating system (IBM), 
further generalized the development environment to support 
tracking of application changes, implemented enhancements to the 
user interface by increasing the range of available screen 
layouts, and further improved performance. The present assignee 
verified the applicability of the system to environments with 
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larger numbers of users (250) and validated the general 
applicability of the system by implementing from a detail design 
provided by an outside source (the customer, in this case) . 

Each of the above projects led to increased generalization of 
the system and numerous enhancements as a variety of 
applications were implemented. It was necessary to test 
portions of a broadly applicable invention such as this on a 
variety of diverse applications to determine and improve its 
contribution to developer productivity, as well as its 
reliability and performance.
